Southern Backhoe, Inc. was approximately 63 


percent complete on the second section of the by¬ 
pass, located on South Highway 127 beginning at 
Highway 1590, and will extend near the intersec¬ 
tion of Highway 969 that goes to Duvall Valley. 
Southern Backhoe also was awarded the bid on 
the third and final phase and should begin work by 
early fall. 

Bowles said the second phase of the project was 
only a couple of months from completion.

Smith, authorized Mayor Nicky Smith to execute

Other than having arts and 
:rafts, the Safe Schools/Healthy 
Students program also provides 
i speaker and lunch for the kids. 

“Stacy Smith from the Exten¬

Speck said. “This program has 
dnd of evolved from babies to 
11 year olds. We usually use the 
summer feeding program, but it 
mds at the first of July, so we 
lave to do something else.” 

Speck said Paula Little started 
fie event five years ago and it 
iriginally took place every Fri¬ 
day in the month of June, but 
fiis year, the event has grown so 
uuch in popularity, organizers 
decided to extend it through the 
uonth of July. 

“Whenever I first started, we 
were lucky to have 10 kids,” 
Speck said. “Every year it has 


picked up. I guess it’s taken that 
long to get the word out. I hope 
this is able to continue after the 
grant ends July 30th. This ben¬ 
efits children and parents! The 
main goal is allowing children 
to socialize and play with other 
kids. Parents are also able to so¬ 
cialize with other parents.”

Constructed from maple wood 
with a dark cherry stain, the new 
trophy cases include glass fronts, 
movable glass shelving, and flu¬ 
orescent lighting in each cabinet. 

Before leaving, Dailey 
thanked Beard for allowing him 
to roam the halls and reminisce 
about his high school days in the 
late 1980s. 

“Oh, you don’t have any idea 
how much we thank you for what 
you’re doing here,” Beard said, 
pointing to the new trophy dis¬ 
play cabinets being installed. 

Beard explained that while 
many of the school’s trophies 
from all of it’s sports activities 
are displayed in several different 
cases in the lobby, the addition 
of this new case will allow him 
to not only display several of the 
trophies that are in storage, but 
will also allow a total reorgani¬ 
zation of the school trophy col¬ 
lection. 

The location of the new case 
is such that it will be the first 
thing opposing teams see when 
they enter the gymnasium for 
basketball and volleyball games.

It was a position that Dailey 
worked at with pride, continuing 
to cherish his involvement with 
the Bulldog team during both his 
junior and senior years at Clinton 
County High School. 

Dailey was also his class 
Treasurer and after graduating 
from Clinton County in 1989, 
he continued his education at the 
University of Kentucky where 
he earned a Bachelor’s degree in 
Agriculture Economics. 

Dailey began his professional 
career with the Nicholasville, 
Kentucky firm, Alltech Biotech¬ 
nology, working for a while in 
England before returning to the 
United States to establish a sales 
position in Minneapolis that 
eventually led to the inception 
of Alltech’s Alcohol Division, 
specializing in the marketing of 
fermentation products. 

Dailey founded his NABC 
company in 2002, and contin¬ 
ues to serve as it’s President and 
CEO. 

It was at the University of 
Kentucky where Dailey met his 
future wife, Mollie. The couple 
now live in Atlanta, Georgia with 
their three sons, Jackson, Mason 
and their youngest, Anderson. 

While Dailey and his family 
have spent most of the past 20 
years calling many areas of the 
world “home” - it was actually 


Clinton County that has always 
held the strongest meaning in 
Dailey’s heart. 

A few years ago, the family 
managed to acquire the home he 
had grown up in just above the 
Wisdom Dock facility on Hwy. 
553, remodeling it into a week¬ 
end and vacation headquarters 
for their time spent here and 
while vacationing on Dale Hol¬ 
low Lake. 

Always managing to keep up 
with the successes - and failures 
of the C.C.H.S. athletic programs 
through the Clinton County 
News, internet information and 
by email and telephone conver¬ 
sations with friends still living in 
Clinton County, Dailey has al¬ 
ways been a strong supporter of 
his old high school. 

An earlier donation to the 
school came in the form of a siz¬ 
able check from his company 
when he learned of the addition 
of football to the lineup of athlet¬ 
ic programs at C.C.H.S. several 
years ago. 

“It was football that I always 
wanted to be able to play,” Dai¬ 
ley said recently, noting that the 
sport wasn’t available in the late 
1980s when he attended Clinton 
County High School. 

Dailey said during his visit re¬ 
cently that he didn’t really want 
to be given a lot of credit for the 
most recent contribution, noting 
that the new cabinet, in his opin¬ 
ion, was minor in relation to what 
others have done for him and the 
other students who have walked 
the halls of the school. 

“It is a small contribution 
compared to that of our teachers, 
coaches and volunteers,” Dailey 
said.

* CCHS: Bus unload, 7:30 
a.m., start time, 8 a.m., pick-up 
time, 2:58 p.m.

There will be 170 instruction¬ 
al days, with a total of six hours 
and 15 minutes instruction and 
43 minutes for lunch, breaks, etc. 
for a total school day of six hours 
and 58 minutes. 

The board then voted to ap¬ 
prove the contract with Adanta 
for free counseling service to the 
schools for the upcoming school 
year and also an agreement with 
the Kentucky State Police Crimi¬ 
nal Identification and Records 
Branch for the purpose of back¬ 
ground checks for new employ¬ 
ees. 

After approving second and 
final reading of the policy/pro¬ 
cedures updates, the board voted 
to eliminate the certified position 
of Director of District Programs. 
Supt. Bernard said the person in 
that position isn’t being termi¬ 
nated but transferred to another 
position and would save the dis¬ 
trict money. 

The board then voted to es¬ 
tablish a 206-day certified posi¬ 
tion for a Director of Alternative 
School located at CCHS. The 
position is 20 days above the 
normal instructional day period 
and will separate the middle and 
high school alternative schools 
and the person will also work on 
drop-out prevention. 

The board also voted to es¬ 
tablish a part-time position for 
a Special Education Liaison and 
increased the increment pay for 
Director of Pupil Personnel from 
$2,200 to $3,000 per year. 

The board then approved a 
fundraiser for Albany Elementa¬ 
ry School to sell soft drinks and 
use the proceeds to aid in tech¬ 
nology, such as computers, etc. 


AES Principal Tim Armstrong 
noted that although he didn’t care 
too much about fundraisers, he 
did support this one due to it be¬ 
ing for a good cause. He noted 
the last fundraiser the school 
had for technology was seven or 
eight years ago and the funds this 
year will help add another com¬ 
puter lab at the school. 

The board then voted unani¬ 
mously to approve the District 
Assurances for the 2012-13 year. 

Board member Paula Key 
then questioned the status of the 
proposed “connector road” from 
the new US 127 Bypass to the 
back of the middle school. 

Board Attorney Lindsey Bell 
said deeds had been prepared for 
the board’s review and that in or¬ 
der for the project to be funded, 
the school district would have to 
deed property to the county. 

There was also discussion on 
ways from keeping traffic from 
using the connector road, if con¬ 
structed, as a pass through from 
the bypass to the current U.S. 
127. The road’s purpose is appar¬ 
ently to assist persons using the 
bypass to have access from there 
to the school itself. 

Supt. Bernard said she would 
check on the status of the con¬ 
nector road project and get back 
with the board members with an 
update. 

Finally, board member Kevin 
Marcum questioned whether 
or not there were any grants or 
programs that would help cre¬ 
ate jobs for high school teenag¬ 
ers, especially during summer 
months, such as the old Youth 
Services program. 

Key, who works with the lo¬ 
cal Office of Employment, noted 
that a couple of years ago, fed¬ 
eral stimulus money was used for 
a similar program for both teens 
and adults, but noted funds are 
no longer available under that 
program. 

The next regular meeting of 
the Clinton County Board of 
Education is scheduled for Au¬ 
gust 13 at 5 p.m. at the Central 
Office board room and is open to 
the general public.

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John William Smith (DOB 
1970) and Chasity R. Hagan 
(DOB 1977) were indicted 
two weeks ago in the April 20, 
2012 murder of Brenda Faye 
Howard. Smith and Hagan were 
both indicted by the Monroe 
County Grand Jury on Wednes¬ 
day, June 20, with the charges 
handed down in Judge Eddie C. 
Lovelace’s courtroom. 

Smith and Hagan were both 
charged with murder or complic¬ 
ity to commit murder and bur¬ 
glary (first degree) and robbery 
in the first degree, or complicity 
to robbery, tampering with phys¬ 
ical evidence and complicity to 
manufacture methamphetamine. 

In count one of the indictment, 
the charges state that on or about 
April 20, 2012 Smith and Hagan, 
acting alone or in complicity 
with each other, allegedly com¬ 
mitted the offense of murder (a 
Class A felony) when they beat 
and stabbed Howard multiple 
times, causing her death or that 
the acts of the defendants while 
participating in and planning the 
armed robbery of Howard con¬ 
stituted wantonness manifesting 
extreme indifference to human 
life which conduct caused the 
beating and stabbing of Howard. 

In count two and three, the 
charges note that the defendants 


allegedly committed the offense 
of burglary by entering and re¬ 
maining in the Howard residence 
and were armed with a deadly 
weapon. 

In count four, the defendants 
allegedly attempted to dispose 
of an ax handle in the trunk of 
Wanda and/or Chasity Hagan’s 
automobile and in count five, 
they allegedly committed the 
offense of manufacturing meth¬ 
amphetamine. 



Somerset residents voted to 
legally sell alcohol within the 
city limits raises concerns for 
some about the effects to Russell 
County but for different reasons. 

In the option election for reg¬ 
istered voters within the city lim¬ 
its, the vote was 2,167 to 1,464 
in unofficial returns in favor of 
making the city fully wet. 

After nearly 80 years legally 
dry, Somerset will be fully wet 
allowing package stores and al¬ 
cohol sales at other businesses. 

After the election, Somerset 
city officials were busy fielding 
inquiries regarding opening alco¬ 
hol sales related businesses. 

“We’ve been overwhelmed 
with response from investors in 
package stores, retail stores and 
other businesses interested in 


coming to Somerset,” said Som¬ 
erset Mayor Eddie Girdler. 

Girdler said the city and Rus¬ 
sell County are closely associ¬ 
ated and foresees prosperity for 
the lake region. 

“We have close ties to Rus¬ 
sell County,” Mayor Girdler 
said. “We are anticipating this to 
economically benefit the entire 
region.” 

Locally the option is oppo¬ 
site that prediction with tourism 
officials and business people 
expressing concerns about losing 
business in the county. 

“This is a case where I’m 
really concerned that Russell 
County may have a disadvantage 
in the future on some of the tour¬ 
ism dollars that are spent in the 
area,” Russell County Tourism 
Marketing Director John Carter 
said. “With legal alcohol sales 
in Somerset, we could have a 
potential problem attracting tour¬ 
ists that we need to sustain life in 
Russell County.” 

Local businessman Bill Jas¬ 
per, owner of the State Dock 
Marina in Jamestown and Wolf 
Creek Marina in Jabez, agrees 
that Somerset’s gain may be 
Russell County’s loss. 

“I don’t think there’s any 
question that there will be a 
positive impact on tourism in 
Somerset,” said Jasper. “It will 
attract nice restaurants, spur 
development and give them an 
edge over Russell County as it 
relates to tourism.” 

Carter worries that new 
development in Somerset will 
make attracting visitors to Rus¬ 


sell County more difficult in the 
near future. 

“I’m concerned with the ben¬ 
efit of alcohol and the tax base 
that’s going to create for Som¬ 
erset that we’re going to have to 
work ten times harder just to get 
people to come into our area and 
use our marinas,” said Carter. 
“Right now we don’t need that 
problem.” 

He said 30 percent of all Rus¬ 
sell County business is tourism 
related. 

“We depend upon the tourism 
and tourists for a great amount of 
our revenue that comes into the 
county and as an individual and 
as the tourist director, I’m a little 
concerned,” Carter said. 

Russell County government 
and the tourist commission are 
stretched financially as it is with¬ 
out the possibility of losing part 
of the tourism revenue, he said. 

In Pulaski County, officials 
predict alcohol sales will bring 
in not only tourists but also 
residents from neighboring dry 
counties. 

She said Pulaski County gov¬ 
ernment will also benefit by col¬ 
lecting funds from alcohol sales 
in Somerset. 

“It’s my understanding that 
the county can also put a tax on 
alcohol,” Curry said. “Which, if 
we can, we will so that’s going 
to be more money (in Pulaski 
County.)” 

She predicts legalizing al¬ 
cohol sales in Somerset will 
prompt others in Russell County 
to pursue a vote. 

“I think it’s going to have a 


big impact and I think it’s go¬ 
ing to force one of (Russell 
County’s) precincts to go wet 
now,” Curry said. “I think when 
Russell County sees what hap¬ 
pens here (in Somerset) and how 
much more money flows into the 
city and the county it’s going to 
make them look at how much of 
that is their money that’s leaving 
the county.” 

Carter said a couple of people 
have spoken to him about start¬ 
ing petitioning to get a vote in 
Russell County. 

“I’m sure there are going to 
be some meetings started here 
before very long that will push 
the issue,” said Carter. “I just 
hope the community will take a 
hard look at some of the benefits 
versus the hang-ups that some 
people have.” 

Some people in Russell Coun¬ 
ty are concerned that legal alco¬ 
hol sales may bring hardships to 
the area because of easy access 
locally and they don’t want to 
see the issue of a vote arise in the 
county again. 

Jamestown Christian Church 
Pastor Tony Stephens is against 
legal alcohol sales locally based 
on religious convictions against 
alcohol use and its negative 
impact on families and the com¬ 
munity. 

“I hope we do not go wet,” 
said Stephens. “I think it brings 
a lot of challenges and problems 
for families.” 

He said economic growth has 
its price when alcohol sales are 
prompting development. 

“The argument that (alco¬ 
hol sales) brings money to the 
community but with that comes 
other problems,” Stephens said. 
“If you ask a businessman in an 
area where alcohol is legal, he’ll 
tell you it’s great but if you ask 
a police officer, he’ll give you a 
different story.” 

Russell County Jailer Bobby 
Dunbar’s opinion is the same as 
in 2009 when he was outspoken 
in his opposition of a vote to le¬ 
galize alcohol sales in the James¬ 
town and Lake Precincts. 

He said alcohol had a negative 
impact on his life and he doesn’t 
want to see sales legalized here 
in the county. 

“That was my life at one time 
and I know what it done to me,” 
said Dunbar. “I know they’re 
going to say, ‘Well we’ve got 
bootleggers and it’s easy access 
anyway,’ but from my perspec¬ 
tive I just cannot bring myself 
to agree with legalized alcohol 
in Russell County for the simple 
fact that it’s easy access. 

However, easy access is ex¬ 
actly what Jasper says the com¬ 
munity needs to attract more 
businesses and more tourists. 

Jasper said most of Russell 
County tourists are attracted 
here by the lake but are looking 
for something else to do so res¬ 
taurants, hotels, attractions and 
shopping are also major consid¬ 
erations when choosing where 
they spend vacation dollars. 

Out of town visitors to Lake 
Cumberland are surprised to 
learn upon arrival that Russell 
County is dry and they have to 
travel to another area to purchase 
alcohol or have a drink with din¬ 
ner, he said. 

“Most of our tourists come 
from out of state and are often 
caught off guard when they find 
out they can’t buy a drink,” said 
Jasper. “We just had the Interna¬ 
tional Houseboat Expo here and 
lots of folks were driving out of 
town to buy supplies when they 
found out we were dry—it hap¬ 
pens every day.” 

Jasper believes Russell Coun¬ 
ty offers stunning vistas and 
prime boating but would like to 
offer some conveniences visitors 
want in a vacation destination. 

“Russell County has the most 
beautiful part of the lake and the 
best boating in the country,” said 
Jasper. “I am hopeful that over 
time we can make progress in the 
off lake amenities that tourists 
are looking for.” 

If both sides of the issue 


square off again in an election 
to legalize alcohol it will be the 
second time since November 24, 
2009. 

The last vote to legalize alco¬ 
hol sales held in Russell County 
for the Lake Precinct and the 
Jamestown Precinct, was ruled 
voided for illegality by Judge Ju¬ 
lia M. Adams after a lawsuit was 
filed contesting the election. 



The U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers Nashville District 
reached a major milestone late 
last month at the Wolf Creek 
Dam Foundation Remediation 
Project in Jamestown when 
work crews installed the 433rd 
and final panel in completing the 
protective concrete embankment 
wall. 

While this wall does not cre¬ 
ate a water barrier through the 
dam’s limestone foundation, it 
completes a major stage of con¬ 
struction—the main barrier wall, 
which is scheduled to be com¬ 
pleted by December 2013. 

The PCEW is a six-foot wide 
and up to 230 foot deep concrete 
wall through the dam’s clay 
embankment down to the top of 
rock. It extends 3,800 feet along 
the length of the embankment. Its 
purpose is to protect the embank¬ 
ment while the main barrier wall 
is being constructed. 

The PCEW was one of several 
complicated components on the 
project and its safe completion 
without any major complications 
is a significant achievement. 

Bill DeBruyn, resident engi¬ 
neer, said the entire Wolf Creek 
team has been working hard to 
reach this milestone. “They felt 
a tremendous and well-deserved 
sense of accomplishment when 
the last concrete was placed for 
the PCEW,” he said. “Our con¬ 
tractor continues to work two 
shifts a day, six days a week in 
an effort to complete the project 
as soon as possible.” 

The contractor, Treviicos-So- 
letanche Joint Venture, continues 
to install the main barrier wall 
and has completed more than 70 
percent of the concrete piles that 
create it. 

These piles extend up to 275 
feet deep through the embank¬ 
ment and well into the limestone 
to block openings in the rock. 
The main barrier wall must be 
completed before Lake Cum¬ 
berland can be raised back to its 
normal levels. 

The contractor achieved an¬ 
other milestone last month when 
it reached 920,000 man hours 
without an accident that would 
cause a worker to miss time 
on the job. Nashville District 
officials said a commitment to 
safety by Treviico-Soletanche 
Joint Venture also contributed to 
timely completion of the PCEW. 

The foundation remediation 
began in 2008 when the Corps 
took aggressive action to reduce 
the risk of failure and to effec¬ 
tively cut off seepage through 
the limestone caused by erosion 
of the dam’s foundation from 
water pressure in the reservoir. 

The Corps made an emergen¬ 
cy decision in 2007 to maintain 
the lake at elevation 680 feet. 

Despite lower lake levels that 
have been maintained during 
construction, Lake Cumberland 
is still the third largest lake in 
Kentucky, and recreation op¬ 
portunities for fishing, camping, 
and water sports remain highly 
accessible.

Better accuracy from 
bolt action rifles 


For many firearms deer hunt¬ 
ers in Kentucky, the tool of 
choice is the bolt-action center- 
fire rifle. 

With a little gunsmithing 
work and the right ammunition 
along with pre-season shoot¬ 
ing practice, deer hunters will 
be ready to close the deal when 
a shooter buck walks into range 
this November. 

The first step is to find a com¬ 
petent gunsmith who can accom¬ 
plish three procedures: adjusting 
the trigger pull, free-floating the 
rifle’s barrel and bedding its ac¬ 
tion. 

Most bolt-action rifles, new 
ones and many used ones, will 
have a very heavy trigger pull, 
which makes it practically im¬ 
possible to shoot accurately. 

“The more force it takes to 
pull the trigger, the more the 
gun moves. On average, trigger 
pulls are set at five to six pounds 
at the factory,” said gunsmith 
Mike Ezell, who lives in Auburn, 
Kentucky and specializes in rifle 
work. 

There are two options: adjust 
the factory trigger or replace it 
with an after-market trigger. 

“The ideal trigger pull is about 
three pounds, but whether or not 
that can be done is dictated by 
the design of the trigger. Some 
triggers can’t be set that low,” 
said Ezell. “Safety should always 
be the first concern when adjust¬ 
ing trigger pull. Installing a good 
after-market trigger is the best 
option for everybody’s safety.” 

Trigger creep, or the distance 
the trigger must travel before 
the gun fires, can be detrimental 
to accuracy as well. “There has 
to be some creep, but your rifle 
should have a smooth, clean trig¬ 
ger pull,” said Ezell. 

In recent years, the manufac¬ 
turers of the most popular brands 
of hunting rifles have improved 
the quality and adjustability of 
their triggers. 

The next step to improved ac¬ 


curacy is focused on getting the 
rifle to shoot more consistent 
groups of shots on a target. “I’ve 
never seen a gun that didn’t ben¬ 
efit from free-floating the barrel 
and glass bedding the action,” 
said Ezell. “It’s all about barrel 
harmonics.” 

The goal is to minimize the 
factors that contribute to erratic 
barrel vibrations, one major 
cause of inconsistent groups. 
Barrels vibrate in a circular mo¬ 
tion as the bullet travels towards 
the muzzle, riding the grooves 
cut into the rifle barrel. 

Free-floating a rifle’s bar¬ 
rel is especially important on 
rifles with wooden stocks, since 
moisture and humidity can affect 
where and how the wood touches 
the barrel, causing inconsistent 
vibrations. Gunsmiths use files to 
remove wood in the barrel chan¬ 
nel of the forend of the stock, so 
the barrel “floats.” 

Glass bedding of the action 
should be done at the same time 
as the barrel work. “You don’t 
want the action to move in the 
stock,” said Ezell. “The action 
should be solidly mounted, with¬ 
out twisting or stress, so it fits 
like a glove.” 

A loose screw will also cause 
erratic groups. The screw that 
holds the action in place should 
be tightened to the correct torque 
setting. The setting may vary 
from rifle to rifle, even those of 
the same make and model. Find 
the exact tightness of the receiver 
screw and there will be a notice¬ 
able effect on the size and con¬ 
sistency of shot groups. 

Ammunition is another im¬ 
portant accuracy consideration. 

While reloading offers the 
hunter an opportunity to tailor 
ammunition to a specific rifle, 
there are other options that are 
less expensive and time consum¬ 
ing. Select ammunition with the 
proper bullet performance on 
white-tailed deer and try several 
brands to see what is most accu¬ 


rate in your rifle. 

Today, there’s a much wider 
variety of factory-loaded am¬ 
munition available, including 
cartridges loaded with premium 
bullets. In the past, premium bul¬ 
lets were only available to hunt¬ 
ers who reloaded. Don’t over¬ 
look some of the reduced-recoil 
loads, which sometimes deliver 
much better accuracy. 

New rifles have a break-in 
period, maybe as much as 10C 
rounds, before they deliver opti¬ 
mum accuracy. 

Proper cleaning of the rifle’s 
bore from the beginning is im¬ 
perative. The bore of a new rifle 
should be cleaned before firing il 
and cleaned about every 20 shots 
in the beginning. 

Clean the rifle from the 
breech, never the bore, with a 
one-piece cleaning rod. If the 
barrel crown is damaged it will 
ruin the rifle’s accuracy. Even the 
smallest nick at the muzzle will 
allow gases to escape to one side, 
affecting the bullet’s flight as il 
leaves the muzzle. 

Cleaning supplies should 
include bore solvent, cotton 
patches and bronze rifle brushes. 
Never use stainless steel brushes 
because they damage the barrel’s 
rifling. 

The final step is sighting in 
your rifle and practicing at vari¬ 
ous distances in situations simi¬ 
lar to how you will be hunting. 

All this attention to detail 
along with the time and money 
invested will pay dividends for 
many years to come. You’ll have 
an accurate rifle that you can 
hunt with for a lifetime. 

Several wildlife management 
areas in Kentucky have 100-yard 
shooting ranges open to public 
use. For information, log on tc 
the Kentucky Fish and Wildlife’s 
homepage at fw.ky.gov.

Top Republican in Kentucky House urges 
Governor to opt Kentucky out of ObamaCare 


House Republican Floor 
Leader Jeff Hoover (R-James- 
town) last Thursday, July 5, 
called on Governor Steve Bes- 
hear to have the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky legally opt out from 
implementing one of the costli¬ 
est provisions of the Affordable 
Care Act, commonly known as 
ObamaCare. 

“Last week’s Supreme Court 
ruling gave the states the legal 
flexibility to opt out of a massive 
expansion of the Medicaid pro¬ 
gram,” said Rep. Hoover. “On 
behalf of the House Republican 


Caucus, I am encouraging Gov¬ 
ernor Steve Beshear to do just 
that and opt out of this finan¬ 
cially devastating expansion of 
Medicaid.” 

Data released from the Urban 
Institute estimates that there are 
nearly 400,000 uninsured Ken¬ 
tuckians who earn less than 138 
percent of the federal poverty 
level, making them eligible for 
Medicaid benefits through the 
Affordable Care Act. If these 
people were added to Kentucky’s 
Medicaid system, it would repre¬ 
sent a 48 percent increase. 


“We have repeatedly had 
problems budgeting for the fi¬ 
nancial needs of our Medicaid 
system already,” Rep. Hoover 
noted. “Such a large increase 
would have a drastic effect on the 
financial stability of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky, and a 
detrimental effect on the other 
functions of government funded 
through the executive branch 
budget.” 

The federal government has 
promised to initially pay 100 per¬ 
cent of the increase in Medicaid 
payments for the first three years, 
however after that, a portion 
of the financial burden would 
shift to the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky for future years. The 
General Assembly would then 
have to choose whether to cut 
other government programs or 
raise taxes to fund the increased 
demand of Medicaid, neither of 
which Rep. Hoover sees as an ac¬ 
ceptable route. 

“The economic climate in 
which we exist has caused us 
to already cut state government 
agencies dramatically over the 
last two budget cycles. Further 
cuts would have a measurable 
negative effect on those they 
serve,” Rep. Hoover said. “How¬ 
ever, even more importantly, the 
economic downturn has had a 
serious effect on families across 
Kentucky, and now is not the 
time for state government to be 
reaching further into their pock¬ 
ets through tax increases. It is 
for these reasons that I implore 
Governor Beshear to take the 
legal, responsible route that has 
been provided to him and have 
Kentucky opt out of the massive 
expansion of Medicaid and the 
establishment of insurance ex¬ 
changes.” 

Hoover, a Jamestown, Ken¬ 
tucky attorney, represents Clin¬ 
ton County as well as Russell 
County and a portion of Pulaski 
County.

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and enter into an agreement with 
the Kentucky office of Home¬ 
land Security for the firefighters’ 
equipment project grant. 

On a motion by Councilwom- 
an Tonya Thrasher, they then 
voted via resolution in support 
of a new veteran’s hospital to be 
located in the state’s Fifth Con¬ 
gressional District, which takes 
in parts of southern and eastern 
Kentucky and is represented by 
U.S. Congressman Hal Rogers. 

The exact location of where 
a new veteran’s hospital may be 
built isn’t known at this time. 
However, it is believed any fa¬ 
cility within the district would 
mean a closer location for area 
veterans. 


Also on a motion by Thrash¬ 
er, the council authorized the 
mayor to execute and enter into 
an agreement to apply for an As¬ 
sistance to firefighters’ grant, in 
the amount of $117,000, with the 
Lake Cumberland ADD admin¬ 
istering the project. The funds 
would be used for specific equip¬ 
ment and turnout gear for the lo¬ 
cal fire department if funds are 
awarded. 

Mayor Smith postponed a res¬ 
olution pertaining to the CDBG 
grant for the proposed new Alba¬ 
ny Fire Department facility with 
the AD District also administer¬ 
ing that project. The issue will be 
revisited when more information 
and paperwork is obtained. 

Two bids were opened on 
some 280 junk water meters. The 
high bid was received from and 
awarded, on a motion by Coun- 
cilwoman Mary Faye Stockton, 
to Shelley Recycling Center at 


$945.00. The other bid was for 
$400 on the meters. 

Finally, Mayor Smith com¬ 
mended all first responders- 
-including the fire department, 
police department, sheriff’s of¬ 
fice and Emergency Services- 
-for their efforts in fighting what 
could have been a disastrous fire 
off Hwy. 553 a week ago Satur¬ 
day. 

The mayor also announced 
that mowing picked up again 
in the city last week, and some 
streets were now being repaired. 
He also said measurements were 
being taken in a couple of areas 
where estimates will be collected 
for possible sidewalk locations, 
including on Hwy. 738 to near 
Albany Manor and northerly 
from around the ID A-Welcome 
Center to the park and schools. 

The meeting was then ad¬ 
journed following a motion by 
councilman Frankie Stockton. 


The next regular meeting of 
Albany City Council is sched¬ 
uled for August 7 at 5 p.m. at city 
hall and is open to the public.

Two from Clinton among latest to earn KSP Trooper status 


Two Clinton County men 
were among the newest class of 
troopers who were presented di¬ 
plomas last week. 

Jason Warinner, of Albany, 
and Brian Gibson, formerly of 
Albany and a current Burkesville 
resident, have both been assigned 
to the Post 15 area in Columbia. 

The Kentucky State Police 
Academy presented diplomas 
to 40 new troopers at ceremo¬ 
nies held last week in Frankfort. 
Their addition to the force brings 
the agency’s strength to a total of 
948 troopers serving the citizens 
of the Commonwealth. 

The new troopers were part 
of the agency’s third Law En¬ 
forcement Accelerated Program 
(LEAP), a condensed course for 
current police officers who have 
three years of Kentucky Police 
Officer Professional Standards 
(POPS) law enforcement expe¬ 
rience. They started an 11-week 
training cycle on April 15, 2012 
in a class that consisted of 48 
cadets. Eight resigned during 
the weeks of constant mental 
and physical challenges that fol¬ 
lowed. 

The training included more 
than 1,000 hours of classroom 
and field study in subjects such 
as constitutional law, juvenile 
and traffic law, use of force, 
weapons training, defensive tac¬ 
tics, first aid, high speed vehicle 
pursuit, criminal investigation, 
computer literacy, hostage ne¬ 
gotiations, evidence collection, 
radio procedures, search and sei¬ 
zure, crash investigation, drug 
identification, traffic control, 
crowd control, armed robbery 
response, land navigation, elec¬ 
tronic crimes, sex crimes, hate 
crimes, domestic violence, bomb 
threats and hazardous materials. 

“Governor Beshear continues 
to show his support for the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police and keeping 
our rural communities safe by 
allowing us to continue running 
cadet classes during these tough 
budgetary times,” said KSP 
Commissioner Rodney Brewer. 

Justice and Public Safety Cab¬ 
inet Secretary J. Michael Brown 
addressed the cadets and noted 
that they have served in 28 dif¬ 
ferent law enforcement agencies 
throughout the Commonwealth 
and collectively represent 215 
years of law enforcement experi¬ 
ence. “But what makes them dif¬ 
ferent now is the patch they wear 
on their shoulders and the word 
‘Trooper.’” 

“The Kentucky State Police 


is often described as the Thin 
Gray Line,” he said, “but don’t 
mistake that as a weak gray line. 
Thin is used because we often 
only see the edge of the sword. 
Although they cover the entire 
state, you often only see one or 
two at a time. What you don’t 
see is the length and depth of the 
sword and you don’t often realize 
how deeply that sword will cut if 
it becomes necessary.” 

“Their numbers are not as 
great as they have been in the 
past, but their quality and com¬ 
mitment has never been better,” 
he added. “The line is long and 
it may appear thin, but it is end¬ 
less.” 

Several members of the class 
earned special recognitions in¬ 
cluding valedictorian Sean Wint, 
of Hopkinsville, Ky., and saluta- 
torian Eric Moore, of Somerset, 
Ky. 

Wint also received the Ernie 
Bivens Award, an honor pre¬ 
sented to the cadet who, in the 
opinion of the KSP Academy 
staff supported by input from the 
cadets themselves, shows dis¬ 
tinction as a class leader, strives 
for academic excellence and has 
excelled in all phases of the acad¬ 
emy’s physical and vocational 
training, and the Overall Physi¬ 
cal Training Award. 

The new troopers will be su¬ 
pervised by a training officer for 
six to eight weeks after reporting 
to their post duty assignments. 


KSP will begin accepting ap¬ 
plications for its next traditional, 
23-week cadet class on Aug. 1, 
2012. The class is scheduled for 
the summer of 2013. Additional 
information and testing dates 
will be announced at that time. 

Applicants must be 21 years 
of age, a U.S. citizen, in good 
health and possess a valid driv¬ 
er’s license with no more than six 
driver demerit points. Applicants 
must also possess a minimum of 
60 semester hours from an ac¬ 
credited college or university or 
be a high school graduate with 
at least two years of either active 
military duty or experience as 
a full-time, sworn law enforce¬ 
ment officer.

Billy the Kid shot to death by Sheriff Pat Garrett 

July 14, 1881 

Sheriff Pat Garrett shoots Henry McCarty, popularly known as Billy the Kid, to death at the Maxwell 
Ranch in New Mexico. Garrett, who had been tracking the Kid for three months after the gunslinger had 
escaped from prison only days before his scheduled execution, got a tip that Billy was holed up with 
friends. While Billy was gone, Garrett waited in the dark in his bedroom. When Billy entered, Garrett 
shot him to death. 

In April of 1878, Billy had ambushed Sheriff William Brady and one deputy in Lincoln, New Mexico 
after ranch owner John Tunstall had been murdered. Tunstall had employed Billy at the ranch and the 
Kid was outraged at the slaying, vowing to hunt down anyone responsible. Sheriff Brady and his men 
had been connected to rival ranchers and were involved with a gang that killed Tunstall on February 18. 
Although Billy was only 18 years old at this time, he had already killed as many as 17 men. 

After his indictment for murder, Billy evaded posses sent to capture him, but he eventually stmck a 
deal with the new governor of New Mexico to testify against the perpetrators of the ongoing ranch wars 
in the state. With his testimony, Billy would be set free. Although he kept his word, he began to distmst 
the governor would keep his, so he escaped. 

Sheriff Garrett finally brought Billy in to stand trial. The judge sentenced him to hang until “you are 
dead, dead, dead,” to which Billy alledgedly replied “And you can go to hell, hell, hell.” Two weeks 
before his scheduled execution, Billy escaped, killing two guards. 

Garrett mounted yet another posse to bring in the Kid. After tracking him to the Maxwell Ranch, 
Garrett shot him to death. No legal charges were brought against him since the killing was mled a 
justifiable homicide. 

Congress preserves birthplace and property of 
Theodore Roosevelt 

July 18, 1962 

On this day in 1962, Congress votes in favor of a bill that preserves former President Teddy Roosevelt’s 
birthplace and former home in Manhattan, as well as an estate called Sagamore Hill, where he lived from 
1885 until his death. 

These were not the first sites preserved in honor of the late president. The National Park Service 
had already placed two of Roosevelt’s ranching and hunting properties on the preservation list: the 
Maltese Cross Cabin in Medora, North Dakota and the Elkhorn Ranch on the Little Missouri River in the 
Theodore Roosevelt National Memorial Park. According to Congressional Record, Roosevelt lived and 
/ or administered these properties between 1884 and 1893 before becoming president in 1900. Another 
site along the Potomac River was designated Theodore Roosevelt Island in honor of the late president’s 
dedication to conservation. 

The National Park Service also owns and maintains the birthplaces of George Washington, John 
Adams, Thomas Jefferson, John Quincy Adams, Abraham Lincoln, Andrew Johnson, Ulysses S. Grant, 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt. Many other presidential birthplaces and residences are maintained by private 
historical associations.

20,000 draftees to be called soon 

The first call for 20,000 Army draftees “at the earliest possible date” went out from the Defense 
Department this week. Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, director of Selective Service, told newsmen that 25 
year olds will be called first. 

Only men from 19 to 25 inclusive may be drafted under the present Selective Service Act. The law says 
every American male must register on his 18th birthday although he cannot be drafted until he becomes 
19. 

Not many men can be drawn from the 25 and 24 age brackets because many of them are exempted 
veterans of World War II. 

Youths called for service under the draft are entitled to receive their old jobs back without loss of 
employment rights or benefits upon receiving an honorable discharge, the Selective Service law provides. 

Barn destroyed by fire 

A barn belonging to Charlie Griffin was destroyed by fire about 2 p.m. Sunday near Peolia. It was 
reported that some small boys were smoking and caused the fire. Loss was estimated at $500.

Workmen are about half through with the first half of the center span girders. 

Masonic funeral for D. H. Smith 

Members of the Albany Lodge 260 F. & A. M. conducted funeral services at Cave Springs Friday 
for Mr. D. H. Smith, 68 year old farmer of the Ida Community, who died at the Maple Hill Hospital 
Thursday, July 6, where he had been under treatment for three weeks. Mr. Smith had been in declining 
health for the past few years. 

A member of the Seventy Six Baptist Church, and a Mason for many years, he was also a veteran of 
the Spanish American War. 

He was married to Emma Guthrie, who survives. He also leaves two sons, Fred and Clayton. 


Kentucky Facts and Trivia 

Albert Benjamin “Happy” Chandler was born on July 14, 1898 in Cory don, Kentucky. He was two- 
time Governor of Kentucky (1935-1939 and 1955-1959), the second baseball commissioner of Major 
League Baseball, and a member of the Baseball Hall of Fame. He died near Versailles June 15, 1991 at 
age 92 and is buried in the church yard of Pisgah Presbyterian Church. 

Much is known and told of his many accomplishments and missteps, but Chandler was much more than 
the news stories printed about him. 

He was a brother to Robert Chandler, who died in a fall from a cherry tree, when he was 13, and left 
Happy to be raised by his father and other relatives after his mother left the boys at an early age. By age 
eight, he was supporting himself with a paper route and doing odd jobs in the community. He graduated 
from Corydon High School and continued to work and put himself through college, Transylvania 
College, Harvard Law School, and the University of Kentucky. 

He had a great love for sports and was a multi-sport athlete. He briefly considered a career in professional 
baseball before deciding to pursue a law degree and later take on politics. 

Mildred Watkins became his wife in November of 1925. She was a teacher at Margaret Hall Episcopal 
School for Girls where she instructed athletics, song, and dance. She, herself, was a talented singer and 
pianist. She often opened Happy’s campaign appearances by singing and playing guitar. The couple 
raised four children, Marcella, Mildred “Mimi”, Albert, Jr., and Joseph Daniel. Mildred died in January 
1995 at the age of 95 in Versailles. 

Marcella Chandler married Thomas Davis Miller and lived in North Carolina. The Millers had one son 
and four daughters. She died May 23, 2006. Albert, Jr. married Toss Dunlap and is the father of State 
Representative Ben Chandler. Joseph Daniel Chandler was a well-known casino executive in Las Vegas 
and Lake Tahoe and was a member of the 1953 University of Kentucky National Championship Team. 
He had two daughters and a son with former wife Lynne. He died April 27, 2004. Mimi married Jimmy 
Jack Lewis in 1944 after a one year stint in movies. She starred in “And the Angels Sing ” 1943 with 
Dorothy Lamour, Betty Hutton, and Fred MacMurray. 

After resigning as Baseball Commissioner, Happy returned to his law practice and engaged in farming 
and publishing. He published the Woodford Sun newspaper and was named Man of the Year by the 
Kentucky Press Association and the Kentucky Broadcasting Association.

The Courthouse in any rural 
town in America has always been 
the “centerpiece” for the county. 
This place has always been fasci¬ 
nating especially to children. The 
Clinton County courthouse as 
I knew it as a child was built in 
1890. In 1980 it was destroyed by 
fire and the children of the NOW 
generation have a new one, with 
which I am not acquainted. 

When my sister and myself 
were 
grow- 
ing up 
we would 
walk 
from Al¬ 
bany El¬ 
ementary 
School to 
my grand- 
father 
Abston’s 
Shoe and 
Harness 
Shop lo¬ 
cated on 
the Court- 
house 
square. 
There we 
would 
wait for 
our moth¬ 
er , a county school teacher, to 
pick us up and take us to our 
home in the country. 

My grandfather would allow 
me to spend some time in the 
courthouse yard. The memories 
that I have from those days are 
very dear to me. 

I have sat with Judge Hud¬ 
dleston on a bench where he was 
whittling and chewing tobacco. I 
once ask him for some advice on 
growing up as a boy? He told me 
to “ 4 Watch-em boy out of both 
of your eyes”. I had been taught 
by my parents to trust every¬ 
one...now a new twist. Belnap 
Byers told me to “never take any 
wooden nickels”. Tom Conner 
said to “always be a good boy.” 

With this advice, I was on my 
way. 

I was fascinated by all of the 
use of tobacco. You could huff it, 
puff it, snuff it and/or chew it. I 
watched in awe as people would 
take the Prince Albert can, Bugle, 
Union Leader, Half and Half, or 
Velvet out of their Over(H)all Bib 
pocket and put it in their pipes or 
roll a cigarette. Cigarette roll¬ 
ing was an art for the “Roll your 
own” smokers. Some were very 
good at the rolling process while 
others would have a big hump in 
their creation. They called them 
a Camel. There was always those 
who would bum tobacco, 

any brand and some liked it 
all.. But for chewing they would 
ask “What’s you chewing”? 
Brown Mule, Apple, Hornet and

Bull of the Woods were some of 
the brands. People would always 
share what they had. 

Another interesting group for 
me to watch was the Courthouse 
Preachers. Some weekends they 
preached on Saturday. Sister 
Lucy would bring her guitar from 
Highway to sing and preach. She 
would come down hard on the 
using of tobacco. She ask one 
fellow where he would spit when 
he got to heaven? He told her “in 
her old guitar”. I am sure that I 
was influenced by some of those 
preachers. At least I did not want 
to be a Courthouse/street preach¬ 
er. 

One group that really was in¬ 
teresting to me were the Knife 
Traders and Whittlers. Alan 
Trout’s many articles in the Cou¬ 
rier Journal and Ira Chilton’s in¬ 
fluence has stayed with me for 
life. Some of the sayings they 
would use when you would “hit” 
them up for a trade was “It’s com¬ 
ing my way”, ’’“you will have to 
boot me” or perhaps “I will have 
to draw a little”. I once bought a 
new Primble knife just to strike 


up a trade. I have traded for a 
number of Russell Barlow knives 
in other places and sold them to 
Ira Chilton for what I gave for 
them. He was a good friend and 
at one time my employer. 

Then there were the Shoe 
Shine Boys. Harold Young was a 
good shoe shiner. He would sing 
“Shine your shoe for a nickel.” 

He would shine one shoe and 
quit. He would shine the other 
shoe for another nickel. 

Some of the best watermelon 
and muskmelon that I have ever 
eaten was there on the Albany 
Courthouse Square . They were 
grown and sold in Clinton Coun¬ 
ty by local farmers from their 
wagons. Their mules were tied 
nearby eating hay. I can smell the 
old courtyard now! It had its own 
smell and bees were everywhere. 

Two ole’ boys from Highway 
were setting on one of the bench¬ 
es when Huddleston’s Funeral 
(Home) Services went by with 
a funeral. One said, “Who died? 
The other one said, “The one in 
the hearse”.

Middle age dilemma: caring for your 
kids, your parents and yourself

Many middle-aged adults are finding themselves caring and supporting 
two generations- their children and their aging parents. While caregiving 
can be very rewarding, it often can bring additional emotional, physical and 
financial stresses for caregivers as they try to balance a career, parenting 
and elder care. 

According to the Family Caregiver Alliance, 520,000 Kentucky 
informal caregivers provide 570 million hours of care each year. The 
estimated value of this care is worth more than $5.4 billion. This support 
is most often geared toward seniors by middle-aged daughters, who are 
balancing a full-time job on top of their other daily responsibilities. 

Here are a few tips for handling the physical and emotional stresses 
related to caregiving: 

• Recognize how you handle stress and what is stressing you. Put your 
stressors into perspective and make time for what is really important. 

• Remember you also need to take care of yourself. 

• Take physical and emotional breaks from caregiving, such as going 
for a walk or reading a book. 

• Ask for help, including professional support. 

• Remember that the example you set by handling your stress is a model 
for the rest of your family. 

Reducing financial stress requires honesty between all parties involved 
in the caregiving process (your parents, your children and yourself). You 
should analyze your financial situation and be honest with your parents 
about how much financial support you can provide to them now and in 
the future. Your parents need to be honest with you about their monthly 
expenses. Reviewing your parents’ expenses may help you find ways where 
they can cut costs, such as buying generic products, seeking government 
assistance or moving in together to share monthly expenses. You should be 
honest with your children about the effects of caring for your aging parents 
and make sure they know their needs come first. You may also want to 
seek support and advice from geriatric care managers, elder care lawyers 
and financial planners.
